Judge IVrker was a ponderous, easy 
going mam of tremendous legal Infor¬ 
mation. with a long, white face and 
almost no nerves, ns scarcely per¬ 
ceived the loneliness of bis remote 
bouse, and be did not miss bis family 
too sensitively, as when they were 
with him he had been only very slight¬ 
ly acquainted with them. 

Ills taste was not for men as Individ¬ 
uals, hut In bulk. He loved tbe public 
and public life, and be would have pre¬ 
ferred almost any discomfort out of 
doors or lu a hall to alttlng In a parlor 
through an evening. 

The Jixlge could not ftor an Instant 
bear exclusive society. Indeed, the 
only moment w hen he experienced un¬ 
easiness was when he wo a forced Into 
tbe presence of a group erf people se¬ 
lected by a drtk-attt social tart Instead 
of by the rude hand of chance or polit¬ 
ical organisation.

enjoyed almost no society but that of 
bin betrothed Margaret Alder, and a 
literary friend. Richard Elliott. 

Us read law la ttw law office of 
Judge Parker's former law Arm for 
three winters. It was daring this Mate 
that be lived with the Judge, to get far 
stray, be aaId. (rout tbe grime sod sor- 
itdaass of tbs city, and In tbs even¬ 
ings, while the Judge was off with the 
public la the grime and sordidneea. be 
aat la tbe old Parker house sod. wrote 
long Introspective letters to Margaret 
AI den and composed verses called 
••Retrospect.” •Tlrcumstaoce" or “If.” 
which gave Its name to his volume of

“He has, of course, fulled me and 
cun never be aguln to me w hat he waa 
before hla Inconalderatlou of today, 

“Do 1 really love him when I cannot 
any longer perfectly admire him? Must 
question myself further on this point. 

“It la true 1 am disillusioned, but 1 
feel It more dignified on the whole to 
keep our relations as they hare si- 
wsya bee it The world ueed not know. 

“This la not sincere, of course, but 1 
am disturbed and In doubt." 

Paul Havlland, too. waa disturbed 
and In doubt, and It was while he waa 
In this mood that be went one morning 
to the law office and found, with as¬ 
tonishment. that a blow had fallen oo 
Judge Parker, 

He had been re*i>onalble for a broth¬ 
er living In Wlecoualn. a bank cashier, 
who. after s long probity, had ab¬ 
sconded with the bank funds, leaving 
behind enough debts to ruin the Judge. 

The meu In the office said that If 
such s thing had to happen to soma 
one it might as well happen to Judge 
Parker, aa he never took anything 
hard. 

Paul felt the Incident, an Instance of 
the Injustice of life, already symbol¬ 
ised to him In his own wrong* Us 
mentioned his friend's disaster to Mar¬ 
garet In the evening, considering It an 
episode In keeping with the melan¬ 
choly tone of their meeting, but they 
talked very little about It being still 
too occupied with their own delicate, 
moral and temperamental problems. 

However, when Paul went home that 
night and saw the Judge sitting on the 
front steps with his hat oo tbe bark of 
hla bead talking to Nick aa he bad be¬ 
fore hla house waa disgraced and hla 
fortunes ruined, he felt among his own 
troubles a sense of sympathy for a fel¬ 
low sufferer. 

As he passed be touched tbe Judge's 
coat sleeve lightly, as s subtle sign of 
regret, but bis Intention was evidently 
quite Imperceptible to the Judge, for 
the next morulng at breakfast be ob¬ 
served rum I natively with sn sir of In¬ 
telligent, Judicial Interest:

Richard Elliott wrote a preface al¬ 
most entirely of margins for ths l>ook. 
commenting favorably on the re¬ 
straint. suggest I veness and perfect 
good breeding of Mr. HavUnnd’a lines, 
and Paul had great fun in hla own 
way In writing them In the evenings, 
while the Judge had great fun in hla 
own wuy lu sccuudlug motions aud In¬ 
troducing |M>lltlclans In long, heavy 
addresses Rt jxdltlcal clubs. 

It waa a curious circumstance of 
rani's art that, while he himself wna 
of a very sensitive and Impressible 
nature, tbe attitude be chose to assume 
In his vtvse, one described by Richard 
Elliott In a tiutgnxlne article on "llav- 
Hand and Indlfferetitlsm," wns exactly 
Judge Parker’s attitude, and that gen¬ 
tleman might luivs asked with far 
more sincerity:

The 
Judge had never been extravagant He 
was not obliged to change In any way 
his iotesod c or social customs, and It 
will be seen that hla spirits and Ufa 
hod been leas affected by hla ruin than 
had Paul lUvUsnd*s by the remotest 
shadow of adverse criticism. 

Perhaps this sketch will be supposed 
too decided tn Its cont ras ts to be a 
thing of facta.

In England the ordinary domestic 
pin bad become la (be fifteenth cen¬ 
tury an article of sufficient importance 
to warrant legislative notice. An net 
Of parliament passed la 14H8 prohibit 
sd the Importation of plan Ag a ne¬ 
cessity of tbe tolled pins were Intro¬ 
duced Into England in the hitter part 
of tbe fifteenth century by Catherine 
Howard, queen of Henry VIII.. who 
received them from Prance. 

Very good plus at brass were made 
at this period, but S bu-ge portion of 
them were made of iron, which was 
blanched and sold for brass pins. In 
order to prevent this Imposition upon 
the good people of England parliament 
la 1543 imimed an act providing that 
“no person shall put to sale any pins 
hut such as shall be double beaded and 
have the heads soldered fast to the 
shnnks of the pins, well smoothed, the 
shanks well shnpen, the |»olnts well 
rounded, filed, canted aud sharpened.” 

England continued to depend upon 
France for Its supply of pins till the 
year HCfi. when John Tllsby Intro¬ 
duced the manufacture Into Ulouces* 
tershlre. In HBS tbe msnufactufe waa 
Introduced Into Bristol and Birming¬ 
ham. the latter place ultimately be¬ 
coming the great Center of the Indus 

try. __
